b. Discussion 

(1) Approval of this project will permit the following steps 

to be taken immediately: the recruitment and processing of a qualified 

overseas project staff; the attempt to unify Rumanian refugee groups 
into a workable mechanism undo? -King Miohao - 1 for the support of opera- 
tions; the recruitment, training, and infiltration of a limited number 
of agent personnel as soon as possible. 

(2) Lines of Action 

(a) The formation of a unified grouping of Rumanians 

under King Michael . This group will: provide a vehicle for the phys*U. 

chLogical warfare program, act as an overt pody for the condtutt of l 
Rumanian affairs abroad, furnish a covert committee of two or at most 
three members who will aid in the selection and recruitment of agent 
bodies frcm Rumanian nationals abroad. 

(b) Preparation and lnjfct|on yf Coordinated PW program 
against the Communist regime in’ Rumania, This will necessitate the " 
immediate enlargment of the covert broadcasting facilities established 
under BGFIEND and QKSTAIR to provide for coverage of Rumania, and 
s im u l taneous preparations for the distribution of printed material 
within the target area.

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(c) Establishment of 'underground nets in Rumania . It 
is proposed that the selection and recruitment of up to 50 agents for 
this purpose be initiated immediately.

(d) Preparation of economic wajgflfcre measures . This may 
initially involve on-the-spot study and recommendations in regard to 
specific measures that can be undertaken effectively at the present tie. 
The laying on of preliminary arrangements and the carrying out of small—' 
scale economic warfare operations, shall fall id thin the scope of this 
project. However, large-scale economic warfare operations involving 
significant expenditures will be covered by special projects. 

(3) Funds, In order to provide for carrying out the operations 
outlined in the paragraphs above, it is estimated that a minimum of 

dollars should be allocated 

under this project during the remainder of Fiscal Year 195f, and that 
at least one million dollars will be needed during Fiscal Year 195i. 

An initial breakdown of these figures is given in Section 15 below. 

c. Recommendations - It is recommended that a total of $

a. A mission was dispatchedtto King Michael of Rumania on 
26 January 1951 for the purpose of inviting him to visit the 
United States to discuss the possibility of operations in Rumania 
and to enlist his support in the formation of a unified organ- 
ization of Rumanian to act as a mechanism for these operations. 
This mission was successful in obtaining Michael's support of 
covert operations against the communist regime of Rumania and 
it is expected that the King will arrive in the U. S. during the 
month of March 1951. In the event that Michael is unwilling or 
undble to sponsor such operations at this time, OPC is now in- 
vestigating a proposal to launch such operations under the name
